Nixon, Chou reach official agreements 


HANGCHOW (UPI> — President 
Nixon and Premier Chou En-lai 
have reached a "basic agreement" 
on a number of matters and a 
communique outlining these will be 
released 
in 
Shanghai 
Sunday 
afternoon, 
the 
White 
House 
announced Saturday. 
Presidential 
Press 
Secretary 
Ronald Ziegler said that "basic 
agreements between the President 
and the premier" were reached 
early 
Saturday 
morning 
in 
exchanges between Chinese and 
American officials that followed a 
banquet Nixon gave for Chou 


Ziegler said that there was no 
post-midnight 
meeting 
between 
Nixon and Chou, but that each 
leader 
worked 
into 
the 
early 
morning hours with his respective 
aides. There then were exchanges 
between the two groups in the 
process of agreeing on the wording 
of the communique. 
Ziegler declined to say how many 
agreements were involved or to 
indicate 
the 
nature 
of 
the 
agreements. However, he said that 
the basic agreements were a direct 
result of a meeting that Nixon and 
Chou held during the week, and

Craig in Chu Lai harbor and crashed 
for unknown reasons 150 yards from 
the ship. 
Two 
American 
helicopter 
crewmen and one Vietnamese navy 
commander were pulled from the 
water. The remaining seven men on 
board —three Americans and four 
Vietnamese, including the general— 
apparently were trapped in the 
helicopter when it sank. 
Spokesmen for the U.S. command 
and South Vietnamese I Corps said 
the helicopter had a "technical 
failure." Divers were searching for 
the wreckage Saturday morning 
Soan, who had been I Corps deputy 
commander for just one week, 
would be the first allied general to 
be killed in exactly one year. Lt. 
Gen. Do Cao Tri was killed on Feb. 
24, 1971, in a helicopter accident in 
which 
Newsweek 
correspondent 
Francois Sully also died.

American was killed and 33 were 
wounded. 
In addition, 
the U.S. 
command said in a delayed report 
two Americans were killed Mondav 


when their observation plane was

The command said 22 members of 
the 7th Cavalry Regiment, Gen. 
George Armstrong Custer’s outfit at 
the 1876 Battle of Little Big Horn, 
were wounded Friday afternoon in a 
five-hour battle with guerrillas. One 
guerrilla body was found Originally 
the command had said 21 soldiers 
were wounded. 
In addition, the command updated 
figures on 
American casualties 
from a 196th Light Infantry Brigade 
reconnaissance 
patrol that 
was 
accidentally fired on Friday by U.S. 
helicopters. 
The command said one man was 
killed and three wounded in the 
accident, rather than none killed and 
five 
wounded 
as 
it previously 
reported. 
One 
more 
man 
was 
wounded by the guerrillas in the 
same skirmish. 
The 
major 
action 
involving 
American troops began about noon 
Friday when a patrol of the 1st Air 
Cavalry Division’s 1st Battalion, 7th 
Cavalry Regiment, walked into an 
ambush 42 miles east of Saigon. 
The Viet Cong hit the Americans 
with a sudden, massive burst of rifle 
and machinegun fire, wounding 22 
before the unit pulled back and 
called in artillery and air strikes 
against the Communist positions. 
The fighting continued for five 
hours, spokesmen said, and jet 
fighter-bombers continued to bomb 
and strafe the area even after the 
Communist force broke contact with 
American ground troops, withdrew 
and disappeared.

Marland said the administration is 
especially concerned about the vast 
differences in spending within a 
state. A wealthy district in Indiana, 
for instance, makes $2,100 available 
for each child in average daily 
attendance 
while 
the 
poorest 
district provides only $580. 
“ At this time the administration 
is dealing only with the instate 
equity issue," Marland said “ The 
interstate issue will, I believe, be 
confronted eventually.”

So far as the talks between Nixon

Israeli warplanes took part. 
Lebanon's 
military 
spokesman 
said attacking ground units included

80 tanks and other armored vehicles 
crossed the border. 
An Israeli military official in Tel 
Aviv called the operation “ the 
largest against any Arab country 
since the 1967 Middle East war but 
the size of the combined air and

disclosed. 


Palestinian guerrillas said seven 
commandos were killed. 12 wounded 
and an undisclosed number captured 
by the Israelis who also destroyed 20 


houses and damaged 30 more. But 
political sources said there were 
indications guerrilla casualties were 
higher than reported.

they

anonymous telephone calls from a 
man who said the official wing of the 
IRA 
was 
responsible 
for

shooting of Taylor. It was the first 
attempted 
assassination 
of 
a 
Northern 
Ireland 
government 
minister in the British province’s 50- 
year history. 
Taylor, head of the Northern 
Ireland security network, was hit 
four times in the chest and head 
when gunmen fired at least a dozen 
shots into his car parked outside the 
family’s 
engineering 
firm 
in 
Armagh, 40 miles southwest of 
Belfast, police said.

^aul Thompson is a good example 
the guy who was in the right place 
the right time. For example he 
-alls that his sergeant in the 
ilitary service asked the platoon if 
ere 
were 
any 
typists 
there, 
lompson raised his hand 
" I ’d seen a typewriter and had a 
neral idea of how it operated,’ he 
id this week, "and as luck would 
ve it, all I had to do was type a 
uple of words on the bottom of a 
tter that was then given to the 
ficer in charge for his signature.” 
The job helped him escape some of 
e dull routines normally assigned 
a guy on the bottom rung of the 
ilitary ladder. 


rhe happenstance of being in the 
ght place also resulted in his 
?tting into the library business He 
as in the goat dairv business and 


used to go each day to pick his wife 
up at the local library. The library 
needed a driver for its bookmobile 
and Thompson jumped into the job 
That was a few years ago. 
In 1969 he became Lompoc’s 
director of library services. 
In between the bookmobile and his 
present post as city librarian there 
was a lot of honest toil in a variety 
of jobs, and a lot of education which 
he sandwiched between jobs, at 
night and during summers 
He 
attended Modesto Junior College 
and studied library science at San 
Jose 
State 
College 
and 
the 
University of Southern California, 
i ’d 
squeeze 
in 
the 
classes 
somehow, he said, with just a trace 
of wonderment that it all worked out 
for the best 
Before coming to 
Lompoc he served in the Stanislaus 
County Library and became Turlock 
Citv L i b r a r i a n in 10^7 


When his children — three boys 
and a girl — began to come along, he 
decided that it would help develop 
good work habits if they ail had a 
farm to work on. 
Once again he was in the right 
place. The railroad company had a 
five-acre parcel in Turlock that had 
proved a maintenance problem. 
Thompson was right on the spot He 
and his family took over and soon 
were 
raising 
apricots, 
grapes, 
walnuts and peaches and keeping 
the weeds down 
Despite 
the 
diversity of 
his 
farming activity, Thompson has a 
soft spot in his heart for the goat 
dairy business. He’s reticent about 
it though because "Some people 
have the idea that goats actually eat 
tin cans like they do in comic 
strips.” 
Actually it’s the goat milk that 
interests him He noints with nride

to the goat milk brand still sold in 
local stores as the one he helped 
nonularize iust a few vears ago 


Thompson was born in Iowa in 
1926. Farming came naturally to 
him, but he recalls that he lived in 
Minneapolis 
before 
coming 
to 
California in 1943 and at that time 
thought of becoming a machinist. 
The idea didn’t stick, but some of 
the skills he learned have. 
He also 
worked for Richard 
Penney, nephew of the late J C. 
Penney in the family’s Modesto 
store. "I decided, however, that 
selling shoes wasn’t for me,” he 
said this week Nevertheless the job 
provided experience in meeting the 
needs of the public and Thompson is 
good at that. 
These days, he’s concerned about 
how his kids think of him He doesn t 
want to appear so straight as to be 
completely foreign to contemporary 
life, but he’ll stick by long standing 
principles in the end Those include 
the n r e s p n r p of the hihle on his desk 


at home, 
the saying of grace 
preceding 
each 
meal 
and 
his 
dedication to the spiritual rather 
than to the materialistic 
Thompson remembers how he 
used to cut his kids’ hair rather than 
spend money at the barbers, how he 
made toys for them out of odds and 
ends of wood He also recalls how he 
and his friends used to play chess, 
lift weights and make home made 
ice cream 


He once told me he was concerned 
about how all this would come out 
He didn’t want to sound eccentric If 
raising goats way back when, and 
drying peaches on his roof for 
market, selling shoes, grubbing in 
the soil to produce food and now 
working long hours at a variety of 
community projects makes one 
eccentric, 
then 
Thompson 
is 
eccentric.

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West Germans paid 
commandos ransom 


BONN 
(U P D —The 
West 
German 
government paid $5 million ransom to a 
Palestinian commando group to obtain the 
release of a hijacked airliner and 14 of its 
crew from Southern Yemen. Transporta­ 
tion Minister Georg Leber said Friday. 
Five armed commandos released the 
$24 8 million Lufthansa Boeing 747 jumbo 
jet and the crew members Wednesday in 
Aden, the Southern Yemen capital, after a 
secret code word was flashed by radio 
from Beirut to climax a cloak-and-dagger 
operation carried out in three countries of 
Europe and the Middle East. 
In the first government statement on the 
outcome of the hijacking, Leber told a 
news conference the decision to pay the 
ransom had been based on the assumption 
that the lives of the crew were in “ acute 
danger.” 
He called the hijackers “ the most 
bloodthirsty group seen until now.” 
All 188 passengers and erewmembers 
aboard the Athens-bound plane when it was 
hijacked Tuesday after takeoff from New 
Delhi, India, have since left Aden with the 
possible exception of the five hijackers. 
They were questioned by local authorities 
and later set free. The plane returned to 
Frankfurt Thursday. 
Leber said a letter from a group calling 
itself the “ Organization for Victims of 


Zionism 
and claiming responsibility for 
the hijacking arrived Tuesday at Lufthansa 
headquarters in Cologne. 
The letter, posted in Cologne several 
hours after the jumbo jet had been diverted 
to Aden, threatened to blow up the plane, 
demanded the ransom and gave detailed 
instructions on how the money should be 
handed over. 
“ The messenger with the money was to 
wear a black jacket and gray trousers and 
carry a case in his right hand," Leber said. 
“ He was to fly by way of Athens on a 
commercial airliner or one of three 
German charter firms. 
“ In Beirut, he was to find a car parked at 
the airport which had inside a picture of 
former Egyptian President (Gamal Abdel > 
Nasser. 


“ A note was to be left on the driver s seat 
saying where to drive with the money.” 
The Bonn government raised the cash 
Tuesday night—Leber declined to say 
where—and sent it to Athens with a 
Lufthansa security agent acting as courier. 


Wednesday morning the courier flew to 
the Lebanese capital of Beirut, found the 
car, drove to an undisclosed point more 
than 25 miles outside the city and delivered 
the money. 
Pioneer probe to carry I.D. 


CAPE KENNEDY (U PD - The Pioneer 
Jupiter probe set for launch Sunday carries 
an identification plaque on the chance it 
might be intercepted by intelligent beings 
from some other star system millions of 
years from now. 
The plague uses symbols, including a 
man with his hand in a gesture of good will, 
to show to a scientifically knowledgable 
civilization 
when 
the spacecraft was 
launched, from where it came and what 
kind of being sent it. There were no words 


written on the plaque. 
The 550-pound pioneer spacecraft will be 
the first manmadeobject to leave the solar 
system and coast in interstellar space. It 
will fly by Jupiter in 22 months and leave 
the solar system beyond Pluto in 11 years. 
The space agency disclosed details of the 
pictorial Thursday. The plague design was 
etched into a gold-anodized six by-nine-inch 
aluminum plate mounted to an antenna 
support so it will be shielded from erosion 
by cosmic dust.

SACRAMENTO (UPD -A top Reagan 
administration official warned Friday he 
would temporarily remove local welfare 
directors from office and take over their 
jobs if he finds they are not complying with 
rules and regulations.

Carleson said he would take such drastic 
action only as a “ last resort” after he had 
exhausted other remedies to achieve 
compliance.

programs

offer always the same But 
there are good movies and 
documentaries too 
“ The 
youngest 
of 
the 
three 
existing 
stations.
